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THE FEDERAL COURTS 
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INTRODUCTION 


The judicial district o. Georgia was created by the Judiciary Act of 

September .4, 1789, which stipulated that district and circuit courts 

should hole sessions at Savannah and Augusta. An act of April 24, 1816 

provided for sessions of circuit court at Milledgeville and Savannah 

only. Georgia was divided into Northern and Southern Districts bv act 

ox August 11, 1848, with district courts at Marietta and Savannah. The 

district court for the Northern District was subsequently moved from 

Marietta to Atlanta. Circuit court sessions at Atlanta were provided 
for by act of June 4, 1872. 

, The Northern district was divided into Eastern and Western divisions 
oy act of' January 29, 1880, and court was established at Macon for the 
Western division. The same act transferred three counties from the Nor- 
thern to the Southern District. The Northeastern division. Southern Dis- 
trict, with district court meeting at Augusta, was established by act of 
February lb, 1889. The Western division. Northern District, with court 
sessions at Columbus, was established by act of March 3, 1891. The North- 
western division. Northern District, with court at Rone, was established 
by act of April 12, 1900. The Eastern division, Northern District, at 
Athens, was created by act of February 28, 1901. The Southwestern divi- 
sion, ^Southern District, with court at Valdosta, was created by act of 

June 30, 1902. Court at Albany, in the Southern District, was provided 
for by act of March 3, 1905. 

The Judiciary Act of March 3, 1911, which abolished the circuit courts 
and transferred their functions to the district courts, made no changes 
as regards the places of holding court in Georgia. 

The Middle District of Georgia was created under an act of May 28, 1926 
which also added four new court sites: Gainesville in the Northern District 
Americus in the r..iddle District, and Dublin and Vfaycross in the Southern 
District. The district courts now sit at Atlanta, Gainesville, and Rome 
m the Northern District, at Macon, Athens, Columbus, Americus, Albany, and 
Valdosta in the Middle District, and at Savannah, Augusta, Dublin, and Wav- 
cross in the Southern District. 

Georgia is presently included, along with Alabama, Florida, Mississippi 
Louisiana , and Texas, in the Fifth Circuit, and the Circuit Court of Appeals 
hold sessions in Georgia at Atlanta; all court records of the Fifth Circuit 
however, are kept at the circuit clerk's headquarters at New Orleans.

The District Court was established by act of March 12, 1848, in Marietta. 

On December 11, 1861 it became the District Court of the Confederate States 
of America. No court was held from 1864 until September 10, 1866. On the 
later date the first term of the district court at Atlanta was held. On 
April 25, 1882 Congress provided for a separate judge for this district. 

The circuit court held its first term in Atlanta on September 9, 1872. 

On January 1, 1912 the circuit court was consolidated with the district court.
